Presidential polities in the Uniled States in the 
last several years have been in a rather unsettled 
state, which is not really good for either the 
presidency itself or for the people of the country. 

When Richard Nixon was elected in 1968, many 
of us assiiied or at least haped -- that things 
would setle down a bit on the highest level of our 
nation, and that we could be in for at least eight 
years of continuity of program and policy for the 
nation 

But.it may not turn out that way at all, At this 
writifigcthe Nixon presidency has all the earmarks 
of beiig & one-term-and-out experience. 

The reason is the same one which drove Lyndon 
Johnson from the Polomac back to the Ferdenales 
— the war ip Southeast Asia. 

In faet, things may be even worse for Mr. Nixon 
than they were for Mr. dohnson. Whereas Mr. 
Jehnson had to talk only about the war in Viet 
Nam, under Mr. Nixon we have had to learn about 
new places, such as Laos and Cambodia, in 
addition to South Viet Nam. 

Mr. Nixon’s election platform included getting 
us out of Viet Nam... if not specifically, then it 
al leasL was implied. This is what the people 
understood, And it Meant more, too, than getting 
us out of Viet, Nam and into Laos and Cambodia.

Vietnamization program of turning the war over to 
the natives is sufficient. 

At least, this is what ! interpret from one of the 
later Gallup polls on the matter. 


In fact, this Gallup poll could indicate that Mr. 
Nixon is in more trouble with the people than Mir. 
Johnson was at the same stage in his presidential 
career. 


Consider these poll results: 

—As of the date of this particular Gallup poll 
(February, 1971) more people — 46 percent — 
expressed disapproval of Nixon’s handling of Viet 
Nam than the 41 percent who expressed approval. 
This was the first time that more responses were 
unfavorable than were favorable, the survey 
closely parallels the Gallup findings on Johnson’s 
handling of the war at the same time in 1967, 
when 49 percent said “no” and 37 percent said 
“yes.” 


—On the aimost forgotten “credibility gap” 
issue, in February of 1967 the Johnson 
adminisiiation tad an adverse scorecam uf 6d 
Percent who felt the American people were not 
being told all they should know about the Viet 
Nam war; the Nixon scorecard in February of 
1971 was 69 percent on the same question.

tiiay not be fully deductible. 

Under present law, ifcon- 
tributed properiy had ap- 
preciated in value and would 
have resulted inordinary in- 
come or short term capital 
gain if sold at its fair market 
value on the date of gift, the 
amount that represenis ap- 
preciation may not be de- 
ducted. The deduction would 
be limited to the fair market 
value less the amount that 
would have otherwise been 
ordinary income. 

Examples of ordinary in- 
come property are business 
inventory, capital stock held 
for six months or less, and 
letters or memoranda given 
by the person preparing them 
or by someone for whom they 
were prepared, For in- 
stance, the deduction for a 
contribution to a church of 
stock valued at $800, which 
was purchased for $600 three 
months earlier, is limited 
to the $600 cost, 

Gifts of capital gain prop- 
erty — property that would 
have resulted in capital gain 
if it had been sold on the 
daie of coniribuiion ~ may 
have to be reduced by 50 
percent of the appreciation, 
depending on the nature of 
the property or the chari- 
table organization to which 
the gift is made. The re- 
duction applies to a contri- 
bution of tangible personal 
property made to a charity 
which uses the gift for a 
purpose unrelated to its 
function, A similar reduc- 
tion must be made for prop- 
erty donated to certainpri- 
vate non-operating foun- 
dations. 

Gifts of capital gain prop- 
erty to other qualified chari- 
ties, which use them for pur- 
poses related to their 
functions, would be fully de- 
ductible. For example, stock 


held for nine months that 
cost $700 but is worth $1200 
at the time of the gift would 
resuit in a $ic00 deduction, 
Usually, total charitable 
contributions are limited to 
50% of adjusted gross in- 
come, However, 2 30% limi- 
tation applies to capital gain 
property that is not reduced 
by 50% of the appreciation, 
and a 20% limitation applies 
to certain private non- 
operating foundations. 
Additional information on 
charitable contributions is 
in IRS Publication 526, In- 
come Tay Deduction for Con- 
tributions, available free 
from Internal Revenue.
